How Quickly 
We Forget 


We saw a newspaper heading one 
day recently referring to the sixth 
anniversary of the death of Canada's 
most talked of wartime flying ace, 
George (Buzz) Beurling. Beurling 
had 31 enemy planes to his credit 
when he was withdrawn from active 
combat flying near the end of the 
war, | 


One decoration out of the many 
he received was for shooting down 
four enemy planes out of an attack- | 
ing force of eighty planes, his own 
plane being shot out from under him 
and his heel shot away. 

Turned down by the R.C.A.F. in 
Canada for lack of schooling, he paid 
his oWn way to England and Joined 
the R.A.F. Not until he made a big 
name for himself as a fighter pilot 
did the powers that be honor him 
with a commission. 

Rather than be withdrawn from 
combat duty as an instructor, Beur- 
ling transferred to the R.C.A.F. He 
shot down 28 enemy planes within a 
fighting period of six months. 

Beurling had a peculiar mental | 


quirk, He had something that he | 
could not teach to others, the keen: 
sense of timing that made his shots 
hit the target with the minimum 
use of ammunition. Only a rare 
few aces have this natural gift. 

In his later career in the Mediter- 
ranean he apparently became com- 
bat fatigued, for he crashed several 
expensive planes, himself baling out, 
with no apparent reason from a 
mechanical standpoint. This in no 
way detracted from his wonderful 
record, and the authorities had long 
felt that he Was pushing his per- 
centages too far. 

Civil life did not agree with him 
after the excitement of war. He was 
welcomed home as the rightful hero 
he was. He married and his mar- 
riage crashed. When the opportun- 
ity to fly for Israel presented itself. 
he jumped at the chance. He was 
flying a plane to Palestine and had 
reached Italy. Taking off from the 
Italian airport his plane crashed 
after reaching an altitude of 700 
feet. While it has never been offi- 
cially confirmed, it is believed by 
many that his plane was sabotaged 
by enemies of Israel while on the 
Italian airstrip,

Gamma globulin, in areas where 
poliomyelitis is prominent, has at- 
tracted wide-spread interest. In 


ird | some areas the demand for its pro- 


tective action has been violently in- 
sistent beyond any possibility of its 
being satisfied. What is this won- 
derful substance? 


Gamma globulin is the specific 
portion of human blood containing 
the protective factors which render 
people immune from a disease which 
they have previously contacted. It 
thus carries protection against all 
commonly occurring infectious dis- 
eases having a more or less perman- 
ent immunity, eg. measles, chicken 
pox, infectious jaundice and mumps. 

Since most adults have contacted 
“polio” in a mild and undiagnosable 
form, the gamma globulin extracted 
from their blood is effective against 
this disease. 

In preparation the blood is pooled 
So that the resulting gamma globulin 
contains the degree of immunity en- 
joyed by the adult population in gen- 
eral. When a sufficient amount of | 
this product is injected a temporary | 
immunity from polio is achieved. It 
lasts for some five weeks or so. This 
immunity, properly used, may save a 
life or the use of a limb where polio 
is prevalent,
